They had 
no oil stoves or gas or electric heat- 
ed incubators, but they had ovens 
which worked much better, even 
though “they required more constant 
tending. Bach oven was calculated 
to hold seven thousand eggs, and the 


H}fuel by whick it was heated consisted 


of chopped straw and dung, but for- 
the ‘ast ten days of the hatching, the 
energy was supplied altogether by 
the chickens themselves. 

It is the commonest errcr of those 
operating our modern incubators to 
use too much heat, especially toward 
the end of the period, and now we 
may learn from the old Egyptians how 
not to do things as well as how ‘to 
do them, The use of the straw and 
other light fuel shows that the Egyp- 
tians were most careful to avoid too 
intense heat at any time.

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Construction of an Inland Waterway 
From the Ocean to the Prairies 
is Advocated 

Advocating the construction of an 
inland waterway from the ocean to 
the prairies. as the most practical 
way of making the raising of grain a 
more profitable undertaking, Mr. ©. 
A, Dunning of Regina. @ member of 
the Saskatchewan Commission on 
Grain Marketing, in addressing~the 
Regina Board of Trade, advanced ar- 
guments proving the necessity for 
such a waterway. Mr. Dunning . is 
manager of the Saskatchewan Co-op- 
erative Elevator Company, with head- 
‘quarters at Regina, and in view of the 
investigations carried out by the com- 
mission of which he was a member, 
is well able to deal with the question 
of “Marketing of Saskatchewan 
Grain.” 

In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Dunning said: ‘The marketing ‘of 
grain at a country elevator is a com- 
mon scene in Saskatchewan, Here 
you see farmers marketing their grain 
in the ‘most common of all methods. 
You even see a team of oxen. The 
grain is weighed on a platform, which. 
has a special arrangement for dump- 
ing the grain into the pit, from which 
it is elevated to the top of the eleva- 
tor. Later on when it is desired to 
load the grain into cars, it is again 
let into a pit and then elevated and 
loaded into the cars direct from the 
top of the elevator. 

“A more up to date method of haul- 

ing grain to the elevator, is by means 
of the gasolene tractor, and big grain 
tanks, each of which holds 120 bushe!s 
of grain. This grain is elevated to 
the top of the elevator and let run 
down directly into the vars. In the 
background jit is possible to see a 
string of empty tanks being drawn 
away. When a grain blockade oc- 
curs, it is customary to see temporary 
bins erected by farmers alongside the 
railway track. Luckily no such 
blockades occurred during 1913, and 
it Was unnecess-ry to adopt such me- 
thods.. 
“The next step is where the car- 
load Was been loaded, the railway com 
pany has taken charge, and the grain 
has been taken to Winnipeg. When 
the grain arrives here, it is ready for 
the Dominion government inspection 
department, First a man comes 
along and unseals the car. He also 
leaves a bag at the bottom of the door. 
Number two comes along, and he has 
in his hand « “stabber,” and also a 
He climbs right into the car. 
The stabber is a hollow brass tube 
with another’ tube inside. Each tubé 
has a number of rows of perpendicu- 
lar holes. It is deep pointed at the 
bottom to allow being thrust through 
the grain. It is possible to turn one 
tube inside the other. The man drives 
the stabber (closed so as not to ad- 
mit the grain) to the bottom of the 
car. He then turns the tubes to per- 
mit the graiz, to enter., and by this 
means draws out what might be term- 
ed..a sectional Ye ain in 
ear in seven different places. Hav- 
ing drawn the stabber out each time, it 
is here the cloth comes ‘nto play. He 
draws the inside of the stabber out 
and empties the contents on the gloth. 
He can then be considered to have a 
fair sample of the grain i: the car. 
The samples so secured is too large 
for inspection so he thoroughly mixes 
this large sample and puts a fair five 
pound sample in his bag. The sealer 
again comes along and re-seals the 
ear. The samples which are taken are 
hauled on a dray to the grain ex- 
change where the actual inspection 
takes place. 

“Six men are the final arbiters on 
all the grain which passes through 
Winnipeg. All three railways have} 
large yards there. When it is | 
ed that over 1500 cars of grain pass 
through Winnipeg daily, during the} 
grain season, you can readily under- 
stand the work the inspection stat | 
have to do. 

“On the whole I think the inspection 
staff is to be congratulated, although 
the farmers do complain sometimes. 
It is a big strain on these men to 
to be the constant arbiters of the 
grade of the grain. 

“Next the grain is taken to the ter- 
minal elevators, at Fort William or 
Port Arthur. and the cars are shunted 
on to what is called the “hump.” It 
is made by elevating the railway track 
six or eight feet. The cars are then 
shunted by gravity on to the switch 
to which they are intended to go. 

A splendid type of the high class 
terminal elevator is .the concrete 
structure owned and operated by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, known as 
elevator “D.”’’ There are four sets of 
track. It holds the record for unload- 
ing, 185 cars having been unloaced 
in one day. “he grain is elevated in- 
to the work house and passes along 
endless belts into the storage tanks, 
according to grade, and remains there 
until required to be loaded into the 
lake boats, dt is let out of the bot- 
tom of the tank on to another endless 
belt which takes it back to the work 
house where it is re-elevated and run 
down the spout into the boat. 

Another type of elevator isthe old 
wooden type, covered With iron sheet- 
ing. This class is rapidly passing 
out of use, owing to the higher cost 
of operation, the insurance rate being 
especially high on wooden elevators. 

“In contrast with this old type ele- 
vator, the new Dominion Government 
elevator is of concrete construction 
throughout, and is of the best type of 
construction, the insurance rate be- 
ing the lowest. 

“Up to now we have been consider- 
‘ing the course of the large proportion 
of the grain which goes through the 
terminals into boats. The other meth- 
od ig the loading of the car for all 
rail shipments. This year on account 
of the crop being early most of it has 
been shipped by boat. When condl- 
tions are not so good it ig someti, 
neceséary to ship ¢onsiderable quanti- 
ties of grain all rail during that period 
of the year when the lakes are frozen. 

‘Fortunate is the milling company 
which has its mill located beside a 
terminal elevator, as it can get the 
very best of the wheat without diffi- 
culty, : ae 

From Fort William some of the grain 
goes by the lakes to Goderich, is again 
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transferred to cars, and carried by 
rail to Montreal. Another route is by 
way of Buffalo, the Brie canal or rail 
to New York, while still another is 
that by way of Port Colbourne, the 
Wellund canal and the St. Lawrence 
River. : 

“Going one step further along 
path of the grain—I am taking the 
case of grain shipped via Port Col- 
bourne, the Welland Canal and the St. 
Laurence to Montreal. The ‘Domin- 
ion Government owns a transfer ele- 
vator at Port Colbourne. A large leg 
reaches out from the side of the ele- 
vator next the lake boat like an arm. 
The grain is taken up by this leg and 
can be run from the top of the eleva- 
tor into smaller boats. This is one of 
the expenses rendered necessary; ow- 
ing to the fact that the large lake boat 
cannot pass through the canal system 
at the present time and illustrates the 
necessity of a deeper waterway.
